Colorado 
Springs 
have 
completed 
elaborate 
preparations for the celebration next 
week of the one hundredth anniver­ 
sary of the discovery of Pike’s Peak. 
The date of the celebration anticipates 
by two months the actual centennial 
anniversary, the change being made 
because the weather conditions at this 
time of the year arc more favorable to 
outdoor festivities than later in the 
year. 
It was on Nov. 26, 1806, that Pike 
attempted the ascent of the mountain 
which bears hi> name. 
I Pi s was the 
first military and the second exploring 
expedition ever sent out by the Unit­ 
ed States government, and its object 
was to learn something about the ter­ 
ritory recently acquired bv “the Louis- 
i iana purchase. 
\\ itll a little party of 
private soldiers and others Pike start­ 
ed from St. Louis July 15, 1806. After 
long travel and numerous hardships 
the condition of tile little party was 
becoming rather desperate when, on 
Nov. 15. the “ Mexican 
mountains’* 
were cited from the hanks of the Ar7 
kansan river in what is now western 
Kansas. Throe cheers were given and 
Pike determined to press on to the 
“great white peak.” 
The nearest the 
party came to the peak was on Nov. 
27, when Pike and 
two 
followers 
climbed to the 
top of a mountain 
some fifteen miles from 
the 
peak. 
Pike wrote in his diary that the great 
white mountain appeared to be as 
high again as the mountain he had 
climbed and that it would be impossi­ 
ble for a human being to reach the 


summit. 
«. 
As Capt. Pike made his expedition 
to this region under the auspices of 
the army, a large detachment of Unit­ 
ed States troops has been detailed to 
take part in the celebration of the 
coming week. 
The various tribes of 
Indians that inhabited 
the 
Rockv 
mountains at the time of Pike’s visit 
also will he represented by liberal del­ 
egations. 
These include Arapahoes, 
Utcs, 
Cheyennes, 
Comanches 
and 
Others. 
The complete program arranged for 
the centennial is as follows 
Monday—Military day.

will be held in the morning of United 
States troops, cavally, artillery and 
infantry; Grand Armv veterans, Span­
